Factors which the PPR believes will favor its program are, 

(a) progressive tendencies of the workers and peasants,^ 

(b) general lassitude of tho people j 

(0) national desire for stabilisation and internal peace. 
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8. Tho BP PPR expects to stabilise and pacify tho nation by destroying all opposi- 
tion. its initial step in tills program of destruction, the BP inventod the 
amnesty to reveal and trap the Underground, Ita next target was the PSL, which 
it hopes to destroy through disorganisation of its leadership and abaorption of 
its members by PPlt and SL. Men all oppoaition io eradicated and the International 
crisis baa passed, the BP PPR will hold elections in accordance with "dr&ocratlc 
principles 1 ’. 

4. The PPR* s inflexible attitude toward the PSL is illustrated by tho recant proaeou- 
tion of Baginski & Co. for publication of a PSL bulletin citing tho UB f e crimes 
and its persecution cf tho PSL* The BP PPR blames this bulletin for Anglo-Saxon 
attacks upon tho PPR* Baginsld was condemned to eight years imprisonments hia 
companions, to terms varying between throe and six years. 

5« Tho PPR'e eoonomio policy io baeod on 3ooialietio principles. Central Committee 
members rooponsiblo for this policy believe it is tho quickest road to c cononio 
recovory and, us such, must of nooossity burden present and future gone? v’iione. 

Some dissenting PPR loadors hold thab tho policy io leading to finanola . «nd 
moral exhaustion, and to a regime based on oppression. 

6. Tho PPR profits moot from tho nation's income* Its morabers fill key por ltions 

in tho Government, tho Army, agriculturo, industry, security, militia, ned private 
and provincial administration* 

7. Some members of the KC PPR (Central Committoo of the PPR) oritlcito tho threo-yoar 
eoonomio plan. They contend that Poland, instoad of planning to oxpbrt enormous 
quantities of coal, should oonoentmto on expansion of its own coal derivatives 
production* Although tho following plans have boon made in this direct* on, they 
are considered inadequate! 

(a) Aotivution of a coking plant in connection with tho lCoooiussko foundry. 

(b) Rooonstruotion of "Anna”, 

(c) Construction of ono paint and lacquer factory. 

(d) Construction of a synthetic guaolino plant in tho Oswieoim region. 

Those some KC members doploro Poland’s failure to rehabilitate hor gas t 
T here are, for exomplo, four gus works in tho ’’recovered territories” w _ h 
romain inoperative oven though only Blightly damaged* 

8. Tho PPR, actuated by publio opinion and intra-party pressure, is purging its 
ranks of notorious thieves, ombosslers, prostitutes, and rooognicod collabora* 
tlonlots. At the samo timo it is conducting a vigorous reorultmont program 
with particular stress bolng placed upon tho selection of profess lonala,. 'hite 
collar workers, women, and young persons. Tho recruiting program has a; . slogans 
”Ro village, no city, no oounty, no shop without a PPR coll”, Reorultii sat has 
been most successful in Silesia where PPR membership has risen from 40 *1 oousand 

to 140 thousand. Of this total, 7 Q?4 are workers. Indicating that the PPR* a success 
iu this area is due to tho strong concentration of laborers and their traditionally 
weak national oonooiouonoos. Tho PPR* e white oollar membership in Sileda has 
increased from 6 thousand to 16 thousand, v/hllo its onrollraont of women baa 
rison from 3 thousand to 30 thousand. The "Iluta Bunkowa” (Babrowa) and the ,l Gon r 
2awad./td n mino are tho PPR»s strongest points in Siloaia. Circulation of the 
"Trybuna Holxtclciiu 1 , publiohod by tho PPR*fl Provincial Committco, has increaeod 
from 100 thousand to 360 thousand, 

9* Growing dissatisfaction and disoention in the ranks of the PPR is illuo : rated by 
tho following opinions oxprossod at a 6 Apr 47 mooting of county agricultural 
Inspectors hold at tho TO PPR (Provinolol Committee of PPR)i 

(a) Knaplk, tho delegate from Nelese, in dioouosing orep plantlng A stated that 

one county received no fertiliser or sood grain while other oounti^tf received 
iTOmuoh and are selling tho surplus at black market prlcoa. This situation 
exists because Silesian members of tho provincial ZSCH (Peasant Self help 
Union) board dl a criminate against the repatriates In favor of thoir own 
people. 
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(b) Zdybal, another delegate, spoke of tho bitterness created by unfair division 
of land. Although aoreage is Halted by law, the low is frequently cir- 
cumvented in ordor that a £&vorod member of tho '».K PPR may take possession 
of more land than is legally permitted. 

(o) Kowalozyk, the delegate from Xlodtk, complained of excessive oharges for 
mochanioal labor on repatriates * fame, citing oharges of as much as three 
thousand zl. for ploughing one hectare by tractor. 

Further evidence of dissatisfaction in tho ranks of rPR io supplied op s. 12 Apr 

47 conference of the VVK PPR transportation division at Kutowioe. 

(a) Comrade Zasoj of the Bytom city committee stated that efforts to help Spain 
through contributions have irritated the people and caused nuch ridicule, 
especially by miners who havo returned from France. 

(b) Lubas, delegato from Ghorzow, stated that the workers are complaining about 
bad food, "rotten” shoes, and poor protective clothing. 

(c) Malik, delegate from Sosnowieo, attacked the railroads personnel protection 
policy, its low wages, and its poor administration as evidenced by the laok 
of materials to repair care and locomotives.

11. Drobnor, a member of tho CK\Y PPS, described his party* s attitude as fo' .owo: 

(a) "Wo do not tio our lot to any party forever; wo are looking for t 1 r beat way 
out of this situation, and we expect tho PPR to become ready for orapromlseo 
benefiting us. 

(b) "Wo oannot become an anti-Govornraont party now, and leave our ally* tho PPR. 

(o) "Our attitude io founded on national interest* not partisan egotism.. 

(d) "PPS will build Poland with all democratic forces, and will come against 
all who wish to diounlto her. 

(e) "In the fight against reaction, PPS must havo confidence in tho x. as long 
as there are any romanto of reaction in Poland. 

(f ) "No ono in Poland wants a dlotatorship of the proletariat. The nation does 
not want to live undor the v/hip, hut in unity undor law. 

(g) "The P JPS did not refuse its services to Poland and will not do so now. It 
will look for a way out of tho labyrinth of battling ideologies, foreign and 
domestic 0 

(h) "If there are people in tho PPS who are afraid of tho supre.inoy of tho PPR, 
wo can assure them that tho PPS io stronger. The nation looks upon the PPR 
as a clique." 

12. Tho PPS is growing steadily. Total membership, which stood at approximately 700 

thousand in late Apr 1947, is expeotod to roach ono million by the end of June. 

The Provincial Comraitteo of the PPS in Katowice has directed its lower echelons to 
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.recruit all the members th ey can, ‘With a special toward teachers 
eollar workers for employment In Emissions tod Hational Councils, 


18« Growing antagonism batman the APS Ahd tho FPH Is due, In part, to tho PPR 
praotloo of forcing PPS personnel froa rornimorativs positions and replacing 
thorn with Pr» aoabers, PP$*s oonooiousnesa of its growing strength also has 
proolpitatod disputes with the PPR in Lode, flosaan, Xatowioo, and Warsaw, The 
PPG warns iPR umbers to "got hold of thair ruokseoks and to get earphones oo 
they oan listen to their own trials.* 

Itf Oo-oporatioa with the PPfl was strongly attacked during a 14 Apr 47 meotime of the 
Provincial Ooanlttee of the * PS at Katowice* Tho PPR was donounood as interpret* 
lag oo-operation to mean complete absorption of PPS.

work and possessions be published! 

(d) Tito delegate from Budsin Itatod that ths London Poles <mro appro. . ‘Inn the 
iroMsh rnaosoo with propaganda almea at tho union of thiir t roup ththe ppa.
